While there is less re- 
gionalism, less fidelity to the people of the area, there is again a oneness with her 
central characters,- Asahel, younger son of the grim Amelia Linden, whose life cen- 
tered in the rootless older son, Benjamin; Nellie, who had been Benjamin's “girl" but 
who married Ase and bore his children; the three sons and a daughter who had never 
really belonged to him- and the other daughter, close to him through her tenuous few 
years; and the strange group of people who called Ase friend,- the gypsies, the oid 
Indian, the strange fiddler, the farm tenants. It is Ase's story- and as the reader

Soloviev, Mikhail David McKay 
WHEN HE GODS ARE SILENT $3.95 


A Soviet writer who “chose freedom" publishes in translation here, where he 
has recently come from an Austrian DP camp, a novel the scope of which defies concen- 
tration of space to report. To readers who wish they could put themselves in the 
place of a youth growing up in 20th century Russia, experiencing each turn of the wheel 
of revolution and dictatorship, and ultimately descending into the pit of disillusion - 
here is an opportunity. Politics- history - the firing and destruction of faith in an 
ideal- played out against 30 years in the life of a tenant farmer. The 1905 uprising, 
the First World War, the Revolution, the Second World War- each costs the lives of sons, 
until only Mark, the youngest, survives. Promises of a better life from the Kremlin: 
can no longer sustain him- but his choice to stay is made “because my place is here, on 
Russian soil....God will bring forth another sunrise in the east". There is romance 
and intense emotional upheaval here, but the turgid Russian pace seems at times long- 
drawn out, difficult reading. Once compassed, the reader has gained insight. But for 


this reader, the book is not the “ar and Peace of the publisher's claims.

THE VELVET DOUBLET $3.50 


Spain and the days of the Inquisition background this story of the Andalusian 
youth who first sighted land on Columbus' journey to the New World. Both the story and 
the characters are virtually submerged in .the minutiae provided to convey atmosphere and 
a semblance of authenticity. The text purports to be the record- written in after years 
(to account for some of the contradictions of terminology) by Juan Rodrigo of Triana, 
nicknamed Lepe, and starts with his months as a student in the Dominican monastery where 
he came under the influence of Marino, the converso (Jewish convert) cartographer and 
teacher, and of Fray Juan, arm of the Inquisition. From the start of the story, the 
intensities, the iniquities, the contradictions of the Inquisition, the venality of the 
court and the church, the pervading sense of fear - all this is admirably conveyed. I 
found this first third more provocative, more holding than the balance. For when Colun- 
bus comes on the stage - and the record continues with the story of the voyage- the dis- 
sension and jealousy and hatred that pervaded the crews and the leadership colors the 
whole of the telling. Finally, in the last third, when Rodrigo has been forced to flee 
Spain, to take on the identity of a Moor in North Africa, and to live with his hate and 
spirit of revenge, the unity of the story somehow breaks. Two romances- both oddly 
enough with girls of Jewish heritage- never actually come alive. The book presents new 
facets- and many controversial ones- of Columbus' career, and the approach is a fresh 
one. But it makes often difficult reading.

The aftermath of a benevolent gesture has more than its just rewards when Dr. 
Sandilands, to help aging, ailing Mrs. Hovenden, gives her some money in exchange for 
five trunks of papers, linens, and pictures which were called by his more practical 
daughter, Beatrix, the Hovenden horrors. But in the disposition of their contents, 
Stephanie du Plessis, a young librarian, appraises the pictures as old masters, traces 
their origins to the Italian Renaissance as part of the collection of Lorenzo de Medici, 
and has them sent on to Sir Harry Maximer, a famous connoisseur and dealer, for an ex- 
pert opinion. Sir Harry declares them worthless- for his own purpose, arranges to have 
them bought up for a fraction of their value, but in his wily plan is defeated by the 
stubborn Stephanie- and Arnold Bayley, a neighboring museum director, who establish the 
authenticity of the paintings and disestablish Sir Harry with equal audacity and in- 
genuity....

TROUBLING OF A STAR $3.50 

Well above average among stories arising out of the Korean conflict, here is a 
story of men of the air force and the land, who find that the crises of war plumb their 
deepest inadequacies and raise their ideals. The story revolves around three men: an 
ambitious, self-disciplined Colonel, whose religion has failed to reveal to him the hearts 
of men or the ways of mercy; Pete Ronsdale, in command of a jet group, who hides his in- 
adequacies and fears behind an unearned heroism at the expense of his dearest friends; and 
Dick Tindle, who retreats from civilian life into the military who has things to relearn 
in the land forces, who finds he cannot kill- and earns the reputation of cowardice. Thes 
and the women- sex starved Essie Ronsdale- natural but confused Tokyo Teriko, and other 
lesser figures, now rise to qualities of realism, and again seem static, contrived, as 
circumstances vary. Despite this, the story has a certain challenge.

Mary Magdalen, as she is known today, is the central figure of yet another 
retelling of one phase of the Gospel story. Told this time through the experiences of 
Joseph of Magdala, who loved Mary and sought to save her again and again. But Mary 
was driven first by need of money to support her dying adopted father, the Greek who 
had taught her all she knew. A dancer, she won the jealous spite of women- the lust 
of men- but remained virgin until tricked and defiled by the nephew of Pilate. Then 
revenge became her dominant driving force- and she used spectacular success in Alex- 
andria to attain it, only to have her effort fail- her freedom forfeit to Fabius. 
Back to Jerusalem- where she came under the influence of Jesus, at the start of his 
ministry, and with Fabius death, it was Jesus who saved her from the mob. From here 
on, the story follows the accepted Gospel tradition, though some wil] question minor 
errors of scholarship and interpretation. And throughout, Joseph, who loves her 
devotedly, is recurrently her protector and rescuer, while his reputation and fame 
grow apace. Once again Frank Slaughter, the doctor, is evident in numerous scenes 
where Joseph's skill is brought to bear. The story no matter how often told is a 
vigorous and absorbing one. But Frank Slaughter adds little to the sense of time 
and place and atmosphere. It is just again- a good story.

His security is further undermined 
when he decides she has a lover and when he loses his job. Bickering over money, 
over a holiday, his suspicions growing stronger, he succumbs to murdering the man he 
believes has cuckolded him and knows an upsurge of confidence.

Margaret Nobel, "the dedicated", 
fell under the spell of Swami Vivekananda, Indian patriot and teacher, whom she heard 
lecture in London. Perhaps it was not too far a step for an ardent young teacher who 
had helped her own Irish countrymen fight for home rule to turn then to become a pas- 
Sionate advocate for India's freedom. She went out to India; as a follower of Swami 
Vivekananda she worked at the Ramarkrishna Mission and later established schools for 
women and children. In the story of her progress, the author reveals a thorough and 
abiding understanding of the impact of the Indian philosophy on the Western mind. 
This reads like fictionalized biography, with the resultant conflict between pace of

* At first glance this may seem to be just another portrait of a son of immi- 
grant parents growing up in what was still frontier America. That that boy was to be- 
come the many-sided Carl Sandburg, poet, story teller, biographer, seemed secondary. 
But as one gets into the rhythm of the story one feels that here is America, in the 
pattern of a small town of the mid west, of the people that made its blood and sinew- 
if not its social register; of the instilling into youth of the mores, the standards, 
the ideals, the dreams, the harsh realities, that made up the life of those who were 
poor, but did not know it fully. While it is a completely recalled record of the day 
by day living in the Sandburg household, in the town of Galesburg, it is more, for 
implicit here are the elements, the factors, the thinking that marked the growing 
pains of the country at large- economically, socially, politically. There is extra- 
ordinary fidelity, nostalgic for those whose years and experience hold parallels, 
and universal enough to ring true for youth remembered at many levels. Here is a 
book for the Sandburg fans; here is Americana at its best. It isn't a literary biogra- 
phy, for it stops at the turn of the century. But here are the roots that made Carl 
Sandburg what he is today.

Imported from Britain, this with its penetrating use of relatively new 
source material, its well sustained narrative, its deep concentration on the man, 
should prove one of the best studies to date. The author has a fine record as an Ox- 
ford historian- he is now Censor of St. Catherine's - and states as his aim the deter- 
mination of Hitler's fantastic wielding of power. He does this chronologically and 
with a sense of episode that makes every word readable and that brings the historical 
background into clear relief. The survey of Hitler's parentage is explicit as the 
possible emotional causes of his fanaticism, his utterly frustrative attitude toward 
the Germanic status quo that made him into the lying, brutal conniver who "acknowled- 
ged no masters". A lengthy follow-up takes him and his generating, generated causes 
through first post-WWI attempts, failure in the twenties, the depression in 1930 that 
swung the balance needle in his favor and allowed him successes by putsch, chancellor- 
ship, speech, extermination and invasion. Intensive examination of roles played by

his henchmen, military and economic factions, and foreign negligence further clarify the 
techniques of lie and propaganda. A familiar period that deserves the re-emphasis and 
reinterpretation it gets here.

HANDS ACROSS THE CAVIAR $3.50 


A sequel to Bears In the Caviar continues the debonair diplomatic experiences 
of Charles Thayer, secretary at the Moscow Embassy for seven years, and now with Tito 
and the partisans in Belgrade where he witnessed the Yugoslav “liberation” from the 
Germans during the war. This is again a very candid close-up of what went on when the 
trigger-happy Soviet moved in and drained the country of wheat and wine and slivovitz, 
looted jeeps as well as native possessions, while the bout between Tito and King Peter 
is reported from the ringside. Transferred to Austria as the Chief of 0.9.S. in oc- 
cupied Austria, Thayer's next assignment was to round up surviving Nazis in that area, 
and once again there's a picture of the uneasy, unarmed truce between the two occupying 
armies- American and Russian. Another transfer sends him on to Seoul, in Korea, where 
he negotiated (haggled) with the Russians once again- this time to give Korea a demo- 
cratic government.....if not quite as funny as the first book, this is still a jaunty 
and vivacious account from behind the scenes and behind the front lines.

WHY WATERLOO? $3700 4 — 


A meticulous dusting off of the past- Napoleon's exile in Elba- by a Briton 
whose examination of "miles of history" brings forth a condemnation of previous histor- 
ians and interpretations. Here is not the monster, nor the outlaw, but a man, grievous- 
ly used by his fellow monarchs, betrayed not only in the terms of the peace but in the 
matter of his wife and child; and as King of his little kingdom was spied on and dis- 
trusted by Colonel Campbell, the only Englishman on the island, whose frantic reports 
"drove" Napoleon off the island to his final defeat. There are some vivid portraits 
here- faithful Marie Walewski, weak, untrustworthy Marie Louise, his loyal sister, 
Pauline, sick but dogged Col. Campbell, and Napoleon himself, with a mind never at rest 
and a belief that he would be treated with proper dignity in his exile. And the final 
break, when St. Helena was threatened, aboard ship and back across France, which led to 
his complete downfall. A must book for all Napoleonic followers for its arguments 
against currently accepted diaries, records, etc., and a very human picture of a legen- 
dary figure. (Not typical Herbertiana)

Some sketches of continental experiences to which the author lends her own 
cosmopolitan touch, this record of places and conversations and contacts has a casual 
spontaneity and intimate charm. And an infinite variety of scenes and incidents pro- 
voke a personal response: Chinese gardens and Mongolian larks; a Highland holiday; a 
Polish countess in Switzerland and a magician on a train; the rag rooms backstage of

Following her interest in Romulo and the Philippines which has already given us 
Seven Thousand Islands for young people, and her concern for freedom which has produced 
such biographies as those of Nehru, Truman, and the Soong sisters, this is a smooth, read- 
able little biography of the great leader. She follows Romulo from his childhood after 
Dewey took over Manila and when he was taught to hate Americans ,to his studies at Columbia, 
his growing sense of his own part in winning the independence of his country and simultan- 
eously retaining loyalty to and friendship with the United States, and his expression of 
that belief in his war duty at Corregidor, Bataan, and in America. As the Voice of Freedom 
he worked with General MacArthur, a close friend, and at the close of the war he spoke for 
aid in rebuilding the Philippines so that the freedom of 1946 would not be an empty taunt. 
His career reached a new peak when he was overwhelmingly elected president of the fourth 
session of the U. N. General Assembly.

Some seventeen years, as an official hostess in other countries after her 
marriage to an Italian diplomat in Peking, offer not only a vista of foreign capitals 
and a perpetual party life but also implications and innuendoes of wider significance 
in the tension of the world situation before World War II. From China, the country of 
exquisite grace, of great poverty and great privilege (a dinner of 108 courses which 
took them four hours to eat and sent them to bed for five days), the Cerrutis went on 
to Russia where Stalin, invisible in person but not in spirit, and the tenor of sus- 
picion made their stay there disquieting as well as physically uncomfortable. A two 
year interlude in Rio prefaced the transfer to Berlin in 1935 where she witnessed the 
advent of Hitler, the social and cultural blackout of the country, as well as close 
contact with the whole Nazi hierarchy.

The editor has made a fine 
selection of contributors to the fine pencil sketch, and sometimes incisive etching, of 
the diverse radiations of the Jeffersonian sun. He has pointedly included the observations 
of a number of Jefferson's contemporaries, from Daniel Webster to two proper Bostonians, to 
the -oreman and a slave at Monticello. Poetry,calumnious, as in the case of William Cullen 
Bryant's thirteen-year-old outpouring and adolatrous, as that of the Victorian Hezekiah 
Butterworth, (whose name alone is sufficient reason for inclusion!), contemporary- Karl 
Shapiro, Allen Tate and Archibald Macleish among them- are included. Contemporary prose in- 
cludes a section of Dumas Malone's fine work in progress and Dixon Wecter's worthy essay. 

The book is divided into various subject sections which deal with Jefferson the individual,

EDUCATIONAL FREEDOM IN AN AGE OF ANXIETY $3.00 


The twelfth yearbook of the John Dewey Society has some extremely pertinent 
and valuable observations to offer on the state of education in the United States today. 
Fourteen prominent American educators have contributed essays in special fields and 
points of interest ranging from public schools and social pressure to the advocacy of 
a sensibly integrated program of military training not only as preparation for defense 
but as an acknowledgement of reality. The editor, professor of education at Ohio State 
University, has done a fine job of coordination and in his title essay is eloquent in 
relating education's role to those of other social institutions. He bears out the warn- 
ing in William Van Til's introduction that we may too easily adopt totalitarian methods 
for fighting totalitarianism itself in the form of communism. Among the other contri- 
butors are Ashley Montague of Rutgers University who follows the works of Margaret Mead 
and Ruth Benedict in an encouraging refutation of man's innate competitiveness, Laurence 
Sears of Mills College who points to our departure from the tradition of liberty in the 
recent congressional loyalty reviews and conspiracy law enactments. The list continues 
with such as Horace Kallen, Alan F. Griffin, Ralph Dewey and John Childs. For the ser- 
ious readers who alas, need less thought provoking than those who will never see this 
book.

HEAVEN HAS claws '/23 $3500 

Record of an escape from civilization in a scientific expedition to the 
Mafia of East Africa- an expedition in search of data on the monsters of the deep, the 
marine fauna, the man-eaters, and so on. The ultimate goal was the great unknown waters 
of the Kinasi Pass beyond Chole. The Doyles ( he is the son of the famous A. Conan 
Doyle ) sought first to find refuge and sanity in Tangier, where they bought a home and 
steeped themselves in the atmosphere of the place. But it was not enough of an escape, 
so- along with the bulldog, Jum-Jum, they set forth for the lesser known islands of 
the Indian Ocean, only to have plans abruptly changed, and six months of the desolation 
of the Mafia Channel were substituted.

Biology- zoology- the various sciences that impinge upon the seek- 
ing of data on the big gamefish, the raw stuff of adventure in a small but sturdy craft, 
outfitted with harpoon platform but none of the niceties,- the Arab crew and captain- 
and the very feel and scent and sound and look of the places they visited, all come 
alive in this book. Occasional diversions of philosophical comment, one or two warnings 
as to the new Indian complexion and aspirations in East Africa keep this from being | 
wholly a book of scientific adventure for armchair fishermen. Superb photographs, some 
two dozen of them, highlight the text.

This is Sinclair Lewis- through his own writings- as personal and individual 
a lot of pieces as could be expected from one who never considered writing an auto- 
biography. Forty years are here spanned, from the themes and early writings in Yale 
through a career that concentrated on novels but spread out into critical commentary, 
social commentary, astringent commentary- and, in sharp contrast, warm personal trib- 
utes to such people as Wells, Phelps, Carl Van Doren.

(Report repeated from P. 696, October 15th bulletin, when scheduled for 1952 
publication.) "Confessedly sympathetic to Tito and the cause for which he lives, un- 
equivocally a Communist, though concurring with the inevitability of his native Yugos- 
lavia's split with Moscow, Vladimir Dedijer gives a closeup of Tito and of the role he 
has played in creating modern Yugoslavia, and does it so far as possible in Tito's own 
words. He serves as sort of commentator or Greek chorus, providing the connecting links, 
the explanatory interpolations, bits of historical background. It is in large part bio-

In commemoration of the 50th anniversary of the death of the eminent British 
historian of the 19th century, these two volumes will bring Acton's early works, the 
analysis of his political philosophy, and something of the man himself to the attention @ 
of a public that should find much of contemporary value. The editor of the Assays in an 
Introduction, describes Acton's background in scholarship, tells of his years of edit- 
ing and contributing to Catholic periodicals, of his correspondence with Newman and others. 
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It is from this period that the selections are largely drawn; the subjects range from 
Ultramontanism, the Political System of the Popes, Political Causes of the American 
Revolution, Confessions of Frederick the Great, Political Notices of Books, etc. Schol- 
arly, grounded in historical research, philosophical, contemplative- for a somewhat 
circumscribed audience... G.E. Fasnacht's analysis of Acton’s Political Philosophy is 

a carefully documented study, the core of which is concerned with liberty, to Acton 

the central product of civilization and the essential root of self-government, most 
simply defined as freedom to exert conscience. Acton's distinguished scholarship, his 
commentary on forms of government, his belief in the ethical marrow of history, his 
conviction that politics can be viewed as a science, still have a fresh challenge for 
scholars who now accept what was then a new conception.

But somehow, 
for this reader, the fact that the staff of the Met contributed, along departmental 
lines, the text for each section, and the extended commentary with each full page re-~- 
productiom ( 130 color plates, in superb facsimile ), caused a sense of specialist 
guidance rather than the feel of a personal tour of the museum which M. Huyghe gave. 
This perhaps is a wholly personal reaction and should in no way minimize the immense 
value of this “portable Metropolitan", cream of the collections, and including the 
best of paintings, sculpture, furniture, stained glass, jewelry, tapestries, religious 
objects, prints, drawings. American art is to come in a later volume, but this repres- 
ents centuries’ contribution from all over the world. 211 reproductions, including a 
great number of choice black and whites.

Schapiro, Meyer Harry N. Abrams

* For the text alone, this is outstanding in this series. Add to that 50 fine 
reproductions which give us Cezanne in all his phases. Meyer Schapiro, in his pene- 
trating analysis of Cezanne's complexities, in his interpretation of the man's develop- 
ment as an artist, in his extraordinary elucidation of his methods and techniques, has 
done perhaps the outstanding study of a writing and critical career. Too often the 
text is slighted in a portfolio of painting reproductions. This text merits the read- 
er's attention, if appreciation of the paintings is to be as rich as it may be.

At first glance one might 
feel that this is too intense specialization, but careful examination of the text sug- 
gests that here is the special fillip, the added touch for the expert cook, not to be 
lavished on a meal, but added at some point, now and then. Appetizers, soups, seafood, 
poultry, meats, vegetables - she offers a varied choice.

Helm, MacKinley Harcourt, Brace 
SPRING IN SPAIN $5.00 


This is a sophisticate's guide to Spanish journeyings, a sophisticate with 
ample time (and adequate funds). In part the record of a personal hegiras in part an 
informed commentary on Spain's historical antecedents, on the great and near great of 
her past, on her artists- both from the human angle and the creative. There is a boun- 
tiful feast of colorful impressions, of architecture and atmosphere, of cities and rural 
areas. There is a dash of down-to-earth details on food and drink and inns and locon- 
otion. But it is no Baedecker- no Clara Laughlin, to be used as a handbook. Rather is 
it a book to read in advance, the better to ‘enjoy what one hopes to see, to enrich one's 
anticipation and dreams, to inform one's realization. This is more in the mood and 
tempo of a Ruskin or a Lucas, though sometimes one feels that the style partakes of the 
rococo and baroque of which he writes so glowingly. Typographically, it is a beautiful 
book and what photographs there are lend distinction. One could wish for more. The map 
end papers are effective and helpful, and the gay jacket should provide a sales point. 
For those who know Mr. Helm's books on Mexico, this one has added significance.

THE REVOLT OF AMERICAN WOMEN $6.00 


A spirited pictorial resume of American woman's great adventure - the revolt 
against the Victorian world and its protection - carries this from "bloomers to Bikinis" 
with a text that is brisk and bright. It follows its theme, "how women got where they 
are - off the pedestal and down into the frantic modern world", with pros and cons from 
the clothes, the kitchens, the manners and morals, education, careers, sport, etc., 
graphically illustrating the end result of no joy in the supposed utopia they have 
achieved. From the world of the late 19th century, to the fighters, to the scientific 
advances which freed the sex from backbreaking drudgery, on to the business women and 
the educational horizons opened up, through the changes in sports participation and 
fashion, ending with the psychological opposites of those who are beset with anxiety, 
guilt and unhappiness and those who have been able, in the younger generation, to live 
balanced, busy and useful lives, this handles its controversial subject with a pleasant 
ease and a full measure of entertainment. A wonderful conversation piece with over 450 
photographs and other illustrations.
